WORK THE DELAYED MAILS. 


According to a new plan proposed by 


the postofflce department there will be 
less trouble and delay with the mall 
coming to Florida points this winter 
than was the case last winter, and it 
Is hoped the plan wil give the patrons 
of the local postofflce less anxiety 
about mall which heretofore has not 
arrived on time during the busv sea- 
son. 


Last winter much of the trouble was 


caused by the lack of sufficient clerks 
In the railway mail cars on the trains 
coming to Florida and the result was 
that on the arrival of many trains 
In Jacksonville much unworked mail 
was dumped into the cars on trains 
going into the state in any direction, to 
be worked by the clerks on their runs 


It frequently happened that mail 


for west coast points was dumped into 
cars on the Florida East Coast rail- 
road and the mistake not discovered 
until the train was well under way on 
its run down the coast. The only 
thing which could be done by the over- 
worked clerks was to send the mail 
back to Jacksonville to be put onto 
the right train and worked properly 
Phia occasioned a delay of at least one 
day, and sometimes several days, be- 
fore the mail was started out of Jack- 
sonville on the right run. This was 
vice vgEsa the case with much mail 
for east coast points, which was dump- 
ed onto trains bound for the western 
part of the state. 


Many complaints were made to the 


postal department officials for relief 
from this congested condition and the

consequent wait for expected mail, but 
the heavy Increase in the business dur- 
ing the season when the state was 
filled with turists made it impossible 
for the insufficient number of clerks to 
do the work. 


The plan now being worked out by 


the first assistant postmaster general 
is to establish a terminal railway mail 
station in Jacksonville, where all un- 
worked mail will be deposited on the 
arrival of all trains in the state me- 
tropolis. In this terminal station the 
mail will be worked and placed on the 
proper trains, and there will' be no 
more of the dumping unworked mail 
on lite most convenient train in the 
Jacksonville yards. 


Recently several postal department 


officials were in Jacksonville to make 
an investigation of the conditions in 
that city and this state, and selected 
as a site for the terminal station a 
building at the corner of Forsyth and 
Madison streets, and the building has 
been leased for a term of five years. 


The object of the terminal is to have 


headquarters where delayed mail for 
Florida, arriving in Jacksonville, can 
be worked out to its destination. By 
this means there will be experienced, 
it is claimed, none of the delay as was 
the case last winter.

manufacture of raw sugar or syrup 
in Florida dates from the earliest set 
tlements. The plant was Introduced 
by the Jesuit Fathers and largely cul 
tivated on the East Coast, near St 
Augustine and New Smyrna, by the 
early Spanish settlers, the canes hav- 
ing been introduced from the West 
Indies, where it was cultivated on 
commercial scale as early as 1518," 
says State Chemist R. E. Rose.

:n those ancient days still prevail, and 
a modern economical sugar factory 
does not exist in the state today. In 
no other agricultural and manufactur- 
ng enterprise has the farmer and 
manufacturer failed to take advantage 
if the improvements in methods and 
machines.

productive powers of sugar cane are 
phenomenal. With good soil and cul- 
ture wonderfully fine cane, rich in 
sugar, vigorous and thrifty, is fre- 
quently grown from seed cane of the 
most worthless quality. The plant is 
peculiarly robust and easily cared for, 
subject to few disasters. It will with- 
stand degrees of drought or flood fatal 
to all other crops. No peculiar skill 
is required to cultivate it, as is the 
case with beets. After years of per- 
sonal observations, and having con- 
sulted large numbers of plant growers, 
I am justified in saying a total failure 
of a cane crop has never been known. 
Any one who can raise Indian corn 
can make sugar cane. While beets 
are a good crop for Kansas and Ne- 
braska, there can be no comparison 
between the results of sugar cane and 
beets in the profitable growing and 
manufacture of sugar. 


"That Florida cane is equal to any 


in sugar content, and far superior to 
that grown in other states, cannot be 
denied. Too many tests and analyses 
have been made from canes taken 
from all parts of the state, and from 
all kinds of land by eminent chemists 
and sugar-makers who have unquali- 
fiedly stated that our canes are equal 
to any, and superior to most grown 
in America or even In Cuba, to permit 
a doubt to exist as to the peculiar 
advantages of Florida's soil and cli- 
mate for producing 'a plant of maxi- 
mum tonnage and sugar content.

manufacture would be diverted to the 
sugar belt of the South, and particular- 
ly to Florida.

ed and designated by the provisions 
of the said chapter 6472, laws

Florida; but, on the contrary, 
my 


opinion i» that it will be proper, reg- 
ular and legal for ai congressman to 
be elected at the general election to 
be held in November, 1914, to repre- 
sent, after March 3, 1915, from each 
of the four congressional districts as 
therein designated. 


"The act of congress approved Au- 


gust 8, 1911, making a new congres- 
sional apportionment, provides 
that 


Florida shall be entitled to four mem- 
bers of the house of representatives 
of the United States instead of three 
as theretofore, and that sucli repre- 
sentatives shall be elected 
by dis- 


tricts compos sd of a contiguous and 
compact territory, and containing as 
nearly as practicable an equal num 
her of inhabitants. The said districts 
shall be equal to the number ot rep- 
resentatives to which such state may 
be entitled In congress.."

W. B. Cochran for the shelling of five 
miles of the highway from the Volu- 
sia county line northward. 


The shelling of this five miles will 


still leave much poor road between 
that point and St. Augustine, tut 
the fact that the hard surfacing is be- 
ing done at this end of the line would 
lead to the conclusion that the St. 
Johns county commissioners also in- 
tend to put the road in better condi- 
tion throughout its entire length, if 
only by improving the particularly 
bad places. 


THE FEDERAL LAW PROVIDES AN 


OPEN SEASON FOR WILD DUCKS 


NO FOUNDATION FOR STORY BE 


ING CIRCULATED THAT IT WILL 


BE CRIMINAL TO KILL DUCKS 


AT ANY TIME. 


The federal law covering migratory 


birds provides for an open season on 
wild ducks and there is no foundation 
for the story now going the rounds 
of the Florida press to the effect that 
ducks are now protected at all times 
throughout the United States. 


The act of congress provides that 


"All wild geese, wild swans, brant, 
wild ducks, snipe, plover, woodcock, 
rail, wild pigeons, and all other migra 
tory game or insectivorous 
birds 


which in their northern and southern 
migrations pass through or do not re- 
main permanenetly the entire 
year 


within the borders of any state or ter- 
ritory, shall hereafter be deemed to 
fte within the custody and protection 
of the United States, and shall not be 
destroyed or taken contrary to regula- 
tions hereinafter provided therefor.' 


The open season 
in Florida 
for 


iwaterfowl, which includes ducks, was 
made to extend from October 1st to 
January 16th, but owing largely to the 
efforts of local parties, the dates have 
been changed from November 20th to 
February 16th. 
Also, the 
original 


open season on shore birds, black- 
breasted and golden plover, jacksnipe 
or Wilson snipe, and greater and lesser 
yellowlegs, has been changed 
from 


September 1st to December 16th, to 
November 20th to February 1st in 
Florida. 


This federal law for the protection 


of migratory birds became effective 
on the first day of this month, when it 
was signed by President Woodrow 
Wilson and attested by W. J. Bryan, 
secretary of state.

WHAT THE LAW COVERS. 


Following a. recent visit to Daytona, 


T. R. Hodges, shell fish commissioner, 
wrote to the city authorities from Tal- 
lahassee, saying that he noticed while 
here that sewage from the city was 
being discharged into the river and 
upon the oyster bars which by provi- 
sion of Chapter 6532, acts of 1913, 
were the property of the state of 
Florida. He further stated that the 
oyster is capable of transmitting 
germ diseases, particularly that of 
typhoid fever and likely to cause an 
epidemic of this disease if the infect- 
ed shellfish were used for food and 
this had a" tendency to destroy the 
oyster industry of the section which 
the commission was endeavoring 
to 


foster and build up as a source of 
great revenue along the coast. He ad- 
vised the use of purification tanks for 
the sewage before discharging it into 
the river, Saying by this method it 
could be made perfectly 
harmless. 


Mr. Hodges concluded by asking what 
steps would be taken by the city 
authorities to discontinue the present 
sewerage system. 


Under instruction from the city coun- 


cil, the clerk wrote to Mr. Hodges, 
stating that the council now had un- 
der consideration a change in 
the 


sewerage system and Mr. Hodges re- 
plied that he would defer action until 
a decision had been reached. 


At the instance of the 
ordinance 


committee of the council, the clerk 
then wrote, October 10th, to' the at- 
torney general of the state, enclosing 
a copy of Mr. Hodges' letter, together 
with the statement that the city had 
under consideration a sysem of mu- 
nicipal sewerage, 
emptying into the 


river and requesting to know 
just 


what is required by the law as speci- 
fied by Mr. Hodges.

MOVING FOR DEEP WATER. 


Determined to have a'deep water 


inlet and harbor, the people of PoYt 
Lauderdale have devised the plan of 
organizing a private corporation for 
the; purpose of making a survey of 
the inlet and dredging it to the prop- 
er depth for big ships, without wait- 
ing for government aid to be extend- 
ed them in the matter. At a mass 
meeting held -recently this plan was 
recommended by a committee 
ap- 


pointed to devise the best means of 
procuring deep water, and the Fort 
Lauderdale Herald, editorially, 
has 


the following to say: 


"Fort Lauderdale will never be af- 


fordtU another opportunity to do so 
much for her future as that definite- 
ly put into shape at the mass meet- 
ing TuesdaV night. It is the 
one 


thing, without which no more than 
mediocrity could come to us, but by 
means of which our possibilities are 
made incalculable. If put into 
the 


concrete that aggregation of effort 
will make deep water for Fort Lau- 
derdale easily possible. The plan of 
private corporation may not 
appeal 


to every one, but when all things arc 
measured up, It seems the most feasi- 
ble procedure. Every man 
should 


remember, 
„ that on such Important 


schemes, it would be difficult 
to 


bring a whole people to one way of 
thinking as to method. We are 
a 


unit as to the value of deep water, 
so have the one thing necessary in 
the social relation to do, i. e., yield 
to the majority, and get behind the 
effort with every tittle of energy that 
an be aggregated. 
The private cor- 


poration has the advantage of appeal- 
ing to the investor as well as 
to 


the man owning property which is to 
be benefited; and yet the additional 
advantage of putting both into the 
position where they can not profit 
to the fullest, without first yielding 
such a part of their private owner 
ship in dockage to the public, 
as 


will be required by the federal gov- 
ernment, before assistance from that 
source is available. We must 
re- 


member that no phase of knock or 
contrary course is either popular or 
tolerable. 


"A property owner who should take 


slock to the full value of his hold 
ngs would have an Investment, and 


addition to the money value of 


its stock, he Is making possible 
lublic improvement, which will multi- 
ily, by two to ten, the value of his 
iroperty in and about Fort Lauder- 
ale. No other case could 
arise 


where rank selfishness must become 
a glorious philanthropy. The man 
without property, if he expects to re- 
main here, the day laborer, the man 
>f small means, as well as the big 
lusiness and big land owner, 
can 


fford to take one or more shares of 
tock. The working man can 
pay 


or his stock in labor, at times when 
e is not otherwise employed, thus 
'iving him a profitable share 
of 


tock, while making his labor more 


demand and therefore more valu- 


ble. The same argument may ap- 
ly all the way up to the biggest 
roperty owner in town. Let every 
itizen In Fort Lauderdale and vicinl-

COUPON LAW GETS 


' . BA6 BLOW IN WEST. 


New Smyrna merchants were much 


agitated for a while over the anti-cou- 
pon law passed by the recent legisla- 
ture. Its operation is suspended, we 
believe, to obtain a Judicial decision 
as to Its constitutionality. 


The Tampa Tribune says: Informa- 


tion has been received here of a de- 
cision by the United States district 
court, in the state of Washington, 
that will be of great interest In Flor- 
ida. The court out west has decid- 
ed that the coupon law of that state, 
recently passed, Is unconstitutional 
and therefore void^ The court''held 
that the legislature could not 
pre- 


vent the gift of premiums with pur- 
chases. The Florida law is similar 
in every way to the Washington law 
and It is believed here that if the 
highest courts, to which the Wash- 
ington case will be appealed, hold 
that the Washington law is against 
the constitution the effect will be to 
kill the Florida law, which is now be- 
ing tested in the courts in Tampa. 
As the cases are similar it is expect- 
ed that nothing further will be done 
in' this state until a final decision has 
been reached in the Washington case. 
In Washington the suit to test the 
law was filed by the United 
Cigar 


Stores company and it is claimed that 
it was to fight this company, in Flor- 
ida, that the application of the law 
will be discontinued, pending a final 
decision.

RECOGNIZE. 


What do we owe the children? 
To make them better physically 


and probably morally, than we are. 
Every generation 
has an obligation 


resting upon it to see that the next 
is better than all that have gone be- 
fore. 


Why? 
Because every generation is work- 


ing out the affairs of life with a high- 
er range of opportunity, with a bet- 
ter scientific understanding of 
the 


laws that make for perfect hygienic 
and moral conditions than all 
that 


have gone before. It owes its chil 
dren the best that it can give them, 
and that should be better than what 
was given the parents of today when 
they were young. 


Morals depend largely upon physi- 


cal surroundings. You can't expect a 
sickly, unhealthy child to be a saint. 
It isn't natural. 
Parents want their 


children to be happy, to be "good," 
but it is expecting too much to an- 
ticipate these qualities in a frail lit- 
tle body, weakened and emaciated by 
disease or by a lack of robustness 
which may not be understood. 


The parent owes it to his child to 


see that it is surrounded by favoring 
conditions outside the home, as well 
as in it, for a large share of the influ- 
ences that enter into character build- 


ing,

The teacher of today is called 
upon to adapt himself or herself to 
the conditions that each may find 
to forgive neglectful school boards 
their failings, and to bring as much 
good as possible out of unsafe anc 
unsanitary conditions. And fortunate 
it is that today's teacher, in the light 
of increasing hygenic knowledge has 
large opportunity. 


The teacher's duty does not end 


with mental training. If the truth 
were told frankly, to the teacher of 
the younger children, that training is 
secondary, or should be, to the care 
and oversight of the physical condi- 
tion of the primary pupils. There is a 
long list of don'ts and do's that the 
average teacher should paste in his

gotten for a moment. 


The first and basic 
principle to 


start with Is that a sick child has no 
business in school. It belongs at 
home with its mother and perhaps 
with the family doctor. School rou- 
tine is no cure tor ailing children; It 
hurts them and it may endanger other 
pupils to be kept in contact with 
them. Therefore, the teacher should 
be first a kind of inspector of her 
charges. .And it is 
properly the 


women who are teachers of children, 
until the children are old enough to 
have some understanding of health 
and sanitary values. She should satis- 
fy herself at the beginning of each 
school day that every child in her 
charge is in good working order, 
bright, cheerful and happy. If she de- 
tects any symptoms not normal, she 
should carefully, quietly and sympa- 
thetically Investigate, and any droop- 
ing pupil should be excused and sent 
home with a note to the mother ex- 
plaining. Remember, Incipient colds, 
dyphtherla, 
tonsilltls 
and 
other 


troubles start with droopy physical 
condition, and the sooner a proper 
diagnosis Is made, the better for all 
concerned. It may prove unnecessary 
IB the end, but take BO chanom. 


Taking it .for granted that all the 


pupils begin the day full of life and 
energy, it is the teacher's duty to see 
that they end the school day In the 
same condition, ready to shout am 
laugh and run. That is not possible 
without perfect ventilation. Open win 
dows don't mean 
gusty drafts, but 


they mean fresh air. Colds don'l 
come from drafts half as often 
as 


from vitiated air, bad air that has 
been breathed two or three times al- 
ready. In some of the great hospitals 
the wards are considered to be over- 
crowded where less than 1,500 cubic 
feet of air space is provided for each 
patient. Ther are many advocates of 
schools in the open air, or in tents 
where and when climatic conditions do 
not interfere, and 
school sessions 


have been, and are being, held out of 
doors in certain communities In the 
north, as recent newspaper accounts 
have recited. 


Living as close to nature as nature 


will permit brings ideal sanitary con- 
ditions, whether in sleeping or wak- 
ing hours, for the old as well as the 
young. Fresh air and the necessary 
discipline of the school room 
run 


slde'by side. The child with drooping 
spirits and a "dopy" feeling caused by 
foul air, is more likely to violate the 
'rules" than the one who has all his 
senses alert. 


The eye is a delicate organ. Some- 


times it is wonderful how much abuse 
t withstands and remains serviceable.

Don't permit the temperature of 


he school room to go above 70 de- 
grees from artificial heating. Outside 
climate conditions in Florida, and 
elsewhere, often makes this a matter 
mpossible to control, but a consider- 
able share of the school year is in 
easons in which artificial heating is 
eauired. With good air, good light 
iroperly placed, and an invigorating 
emperature, good work is possible, 
and it is much easier for the pupil 
and the teacher when any of them 
are lacking.

OPEN SEASON FOR WILD DUCKS 


NO FOUNDATION FOR STORY BE- 


ING CIRCULATED THAT IT WILL 


BE CRIMINAL TO KILL DUCKS 


AT ANY TIME. 


The federal law covering migratory 


birds provides for an open season on 
wild ducks and there is no foundation 
for the story now going the rounds 
of the Florida press to the effect that 
ducks are now protected at all times 
throughout the United States. 


The act of congress provides that 


"All wild geese, wild swans, brant, 
wild ducks, snipe, plover, woodcock, 
rail, wild pigeons, and all other migra- 
tory game or insectivorous birds 
which in their northern and southern 
migrations pass through or do not re 
main permanenetly the entire yea 
within the borders of any state or ter 
ritory, shall hereafter be deemed t 
fte within the custody and protection 
of the United States, and shall not b 
destroyed or taken contrary to regula 
tions hereinafter provided therefor. 


The open season in Florida to 


waterfowl, which includes ducks, wa 
made to extend from October 1st tc 
January 16th, but owing largely to the 
efforts of local parties, the dates have 
been changed from November 20th tc 
February 16th. 
Also, the 
origina 


open season on shore birds, black 
breasted and golden plover, jacksnlpe 
or Wilson snipe, and greater and lesse 
yellowlegs, has been changed 
from 


September 1st to December 16th, to 
November 20th to February 1st in 
Florida. 


This federal law for the protection 


of migratory birds became effective 
on the first day of this month, when 1' 
was signed by President Woodrow 
Wilson and attested by W. J. Bryan 
secretary of state.

WHAT THE LAW COVERS. 


Following a. recent visit to Daytona, 


T. R. Hodges, shell flsh commissioner, 
wrote to the city authorities from Tal- 
lahassee, saying that he noticed while 
here that sewage 
from the city was 


being discharged into the river and 
upon the oyster bars which by provi- 
sion of Chapter 6532, a^ets of 1913, 
were the property of the state of 
Florida. He further stated that the 
oyster is capable 
of transmitting 


germ diseases, particularly that of 
typhoid fever and likely to cause an 
epidemic of this disease if the infect- 
ed shellfish were used for food and 
this had a" tendency to destroy the 
oyster industry of the section which 
the commission was endeavoring 
to 


foster and build up as a source of 
great revenue along the coast. He ad- 
vised the use of purification tanks for 
the sewage before discharging it into 
the river, saying by this method It 
could be made perfectly 
harmless. 


Mr. Hodges concluded by asking what 
steps would be taken by the city 
authorities to discontinue the present 
sewerage system. 


Under instruction from the city coun- 


cil, the clerk wrote to Mr. Hodges, 
stating that the council now had un- 
der consideration a change in 
the 


sewerage system and Mr. Hodges re- 
plied that he would defer action until 
a decision had been reached. 


At the instance of the 
ordinance 


committee of the council, the clerk 
then wrote, October 10th, to' the at- 
torney general of the state, enclosing j 
a copy of Mr. Hodges' letter, together 
with the statement that the city had 
under consideration a sysem of mu- 
nicipal sewerage, 
emptying into the 


river and requesting to know 
just 


what is required by the law as speci- 
fied by Mr. Hodges.

MOVING FOR DEEP WATER. 


Determined to have a'deep water 


inlet and harbor, the people of FoYt 
Lauderdale have devised the plan of 
organizing a private corporation for 


purpose of making a survey of 


the inlet and dredging it to th« prop- 
er depth for big ships, without wait- 
ing for government aid to be extend- 
ed them in the matter. At a mass 
meeting held -recently this plan was 
recommended by a committee 
ap- 


pointed to devise the best means of 
procuring deep water, and the Fort 
Lauderdale Herald, editorially, 
has 


the following to say: 


"Fort Lauderdale will never be af- 


fordeU another opportunity to do so 
much for her future as that definite- 
ly put into shape at the mass meet- 
ing Tuesday night. It is the 
one 


thing, without which no more than 
mediocrity could come to us, but by 
means of which our possibilities are 
made incalculable. If put into 
the 


concrete that aggregation of effort 
will make deep water for Fort Lau- 
derdale easily possible. The plan of 
private corporation may not 
appeal 


to every one, but when all things arc 
measured up, it seems the most feasi- 
ble procedure. 
Every man 
should 


remember, . that on such important 
schemes, it would be difficult 
to 


bring a whole people to one way of 
thinking as to method. We are 
a 


unit as to the value of deep water, 
so have the one thing necessary in 
the social relation to do, i. e., yield 
to the majority, and get behind the 
effort with every tittle of energy that 
can be aggregated. The private cor- 
poration has the advantage of appeal- 
ing to the investor as well as 
to 


the man owning property which is to 
be benefited; and yet the additional 
advantage of putting both into the 
position where they can not profit 
to th« fullest, without first yielding 
such a part of their private owner 
ship in dockage to the public, 
as 


will be required by the federal gov 
ernment, before assistance from that 
source Is available. We must 
re 


member that no phase of knock 
or 


contrary course is either popular or 
tolerable. 


"A property owner who should take 


slock to the full value of his hold- 
Ings would have an investment, and 
n addition to the money value of 
its stock, he is making possible a 
public improvement, which will multi 
ply, by two to ten, the value of his 
property in and about Fort Lauder- 
dale. No 
other case could 
arise 


where rank selfishness must become 
a glorious philanthropy. 
The 
man 


without property, if he expects to re- 
main here, the day laborer, the man 
of small means, as well as the big 
lusiness and big land owner, 
can 


afford to take one or more shares of 
itock. The working man can 
pay 


or his stock in labor, at times when 
te is not otherwise employed, thus 
•iving him a profitable share 
of 


lock, while making his labor more 
n demand and therefore more valu- 
ble. The same argument may ap- 
>ly all the way up to the blggost 
roperty owner in town. Let every

The Florida law is similar 
in every way to the Washington law 
aind it is believed here that if the 
highest courts, to which the Wash- 
ington case will be appealed, hold 
that the Washington law is against 
the constitution the effect will be to 
kill the Florida law, which is now be- 
ing tested in the courts in Tampa. 
As the cases are similar it is expect- 
ed that nothing further will be done 
in' this state until a final decision has 
been reached in the Washington case. 
In Washington the suit to test the 
law was filed by the United

Stores company and it is claimed that

the younger children, that training is 
secondary, or should be, to the care 
and oversight of the physical condi 
tlon of the primary pupils There is a 
long list of don'ts and do's that the 
average teacher should paste in his 
hat or keep In plain sight on his 
desk,, so that they may never be for- 
gotten for a moment. 


The first and basic 
principle to 


start with is that a sick child has no 
business in school. It belongs at 
home with its mother and perhaps 
with the family doctor. School rou- 
tine is no cure for ailing children; it 
hurts them and it may endanger other 
pupils to be kept In contact with 
them. Therefore, the teacher should 
be first a kind of inspector of her 
charges 
And it Is properly 
the 


women who are teachers of children, 
until the children are old enough to 
have some understanding of health 
and sanitary values. She should satis- 
fy herself at the beginning of 
each 


school day that every child in her 
charge is in good working order, 
bright, cheerful and happy. If she de- 
tects any symptoms not normal, she 
should carefully, quietly and sympa- 
thetically Investigate, and any droop- 
ing pupil should be excused and sent 
home with a note to the mother ex- 
plaining. Remember, Incipient colds,

condition, and the sooner a proper 
diagnosis Is made, the better for all 
concerned.
